plantation the first thing to be done 
is to sow coffee seed in beds pre- 
pared especially to receive them. 
The ground should be well har- 
rowed and made finé, then covered 
with leaves raised on poles, making 
a canopy to keep the sun off. The 
coffee is sowed broadcast and cov- 
ered with about half an inch of 
earth. In about a month’s time it 
will have sprouted, putting out two 
leaves calied ‘‘mariposas,’’ or but- 
terfly leaves. The best time to 
plant is from January to March; if 
later it is too dry, and if earlier too 
wet and cold for the seed ‘io start 
well. By July the plauts are large 
enough to set outin the nurseries, 
which are also sheltered from the 
sun, the plants being placed about 
six inches apart. 

By the following July or August 
the plants are large enough to place 
in the plantation, having by that 
time grown to be from eighteen 
inches to two feet. The ground is 
made ready forthe young tree by 
cutting down the brush or trees, in 
the dry season,the work being done 
by Indians, who use a long wooden 
kuife called “‘machete’’ for cutting 
brush. They will clear a large 
amount of ground inaday, after 
which itis burnt, usually leaviog 
the ground qaite clean unless there 
are large trees to cut down, which 
leaves the ground more or less cov- 
ered with logs, which, in a few 
years iv that moist climate soon 
decay. 

The ground is now staked out 
eight feet apart—the same as is 


done for vineyards in California. 
Shallow boles are dug, which, just 
before planting the trees, are filled 
, and at the time of planting a 
hole is made with a round stick, 
the tree setter being careful first to 


-}cut the eud of the top root off and 


see that it grows straight. 
THE COFFER TREE 


Has a straight long top root 
without lateral roots, and if by 
chance the top root strikes a stone or 
is turned up in planting, the tree will 
die at the end of a few years. 

The place must now be kept free 
from weeds by boeing for about once 
a month, and at the end of four years 
it yields a small retarnand will con- 
tinue to increase, bearing each year 
thereafter, 

The life ofa tree depends upon the 
depth and richness of the soil; also, 
upon the care taken of it, twenty years 
being a good old age. 

Guatemala is mountainous, with 
very little level land, but full of nar- 
row. valleys on the Atlantic side and 
long slopes from the Pacific to nearly 
the tops of the mountains, which are 
about an equal distance from the Car- 
ribean S-a and Pacific Ocean, 
dividing the oT into two 
different parts with different climates, 
the greater amount of rain falling on 
the Atlantic side. The eastern or Car- 
ribean side is the part I have made 
reference to, but the same methods are 
similar in all parts of the country. 
Coffee grows best at an elevation of 
between two and three thousand feet 
above the sea level, and requires a 
very moist climate of an even temper 
ature—neither cold enough to cause a 
frost nor very warm. The bigh lands 
of Guatemala are very healthy, there 
being no sudden changes, and but a 
slight difference between the tempera- 
ture of Summer and Winter. 

At an elevation of 3,000 feet on the 
Atlantic side of Guatemala during 
seven years,I never saw the thermom- 
eter go above 90 degrees during April, 
the warmest, or below 42 degrees in 
January, the coldest months, except 
in 1884, when there wasa slight frost, 
damaging some of the coffee estates 
above 3,000 feet in elevation, while 
those below escaped injury. It rains 
more or less for ten months in the 
year, the hardest rains being in July, 
August and September, when it rains 
very hard for part of each day; the 
other months are cloudy or moisty 
and disagreeable, though not un- 
healthy, and as the timber is cleared 
away the climate is becoming dryer, 
though there will never beany danger 
of too much dryness, owing to the 
constant trade winds blowing from 
the Carribean Sea, loaded,with moist- 


ure. 

April and May are dry months, 
with but one or two showers during 
the two months. 

The low lands are, as a rule, bot and 
unhealthy, though the towns on the 
Carribean Sea ‘re said to be healthy, 
owing to the trade winds, which begia 
to blow about 10 or 11 o’clock every 
day, and last until sundown, makin 
a ve pe ameeag climate, with coo

During the picking season, Novem- 
ber, December; January and Febru- 


wives and cbildren, and work all day 
and dance anJj play on their violins 
and guitars for halfthe night. They 
are ail Roman Catholics, but are so 
scattered over the country in small 
hamlets there is but little chance to 
attend church more than two or three 
time< a year—once always during the 
fast or celebration of the patron saint 
of each town, when they fill the town 
and have a merry time for a week or 
ten days, the priest coming from the 
large towns for the occasion and hold- 
ing the service in the native language, 
when the Indians dv not speak Span- 
ish, (the language of the country) 
though English is now taught in these 
schools. 
COFFEE IS PREPARED FORTHE MARKET 
In the following manner: The Indiaus 
bring three days’ picking of red ber- 
ries, all ripe, and have them measured 
in boxes, two boxes bolding sixty 
pounds, each constituting a day’s 
work. They are then emptied in a 
tank, which is filled with water, and 
are taken by gravity to a machine 
called a “pulper,”’ which takes the 
ulp off aud and allows the kernel to 
all into another tank, and the pulp 
drops into a trench and is carried off 
by water. 

The coffee is allowed to soak over 
night to dissolve the sticky substance 
adhering to it. and by the next after- 
noon is washed in several different 
waters and spread out on masonry 
floors called *“‘patios,’’slightly inclined 
to let the water run off,and exposed to 
the sun. It is spread thin and con- 
stantly stirred. There are artificial 
driers, but tae sun is the best; but of- 
ten at that season of the year there will 
rain or cloudy weather for weeks, 
in which case it is necessary to have 
a drier. 

The dry coffee is next placed ina 
machiue to take the chaf or husk off, 
and is ran through the machine sev- 
eral tines to clean it allaad giveita 
polish. The higher it is polished the 
better price it brings, care always be- 
ing taken to have the coffee well dried. 
Otherwise, is will De bruised in the 
cleaning process and turn white. 

Next, it is taken to the separater 
and separated into different sizes, after 
which Indian women pick it all over, 
taking out imperfect grains, 

The different grades are now sacked 
in water-proof bags, now generally 
used all over Guatemala for the best 
coffee, 

The best coffee should beeyen in 
size and color and have no imperfect 
grains, and to make the Indians do 
the work thoroughly is very difficalt. 
They need some one over them con- 
stantly. COFFEE PLANTER.
